Witnessing, as they often do, the ra- 
vaoges upon a neighbor's flock they 
are unwilling to risk an investment 
in an industry that is apparently so 
haaardoui even tho they realize that 
under favorable conditions it. would 
pay excellent returns. 


Two principal methods have been 


advocated for reducing the menace. 
The first of these is the dog tax. A 
law supporting this method prevails 
te.oor state at the present time and is 
enforced with, varying degrees of 


. exactness in different localities. In 


many counties of the state, the money 
obtained thru the enforcement of this 
law has not been sufficient to reim- 
burse sheep owners to the full extent 
of the, damage done to their flocks by 
dog*. Further trouble is experienced 
thru the difficulty of securing satis- 
factory appraisals. Furthermore, as 
all practical shepherds know, the pay- 
ment of even full value for sheep 
slaughtered will not compensate the 
owner for the losses incurred by the 
ravages of dogs. In other words the 
Injury done to flocks thru the unthrif t 
caused by being worried with-dogs is 
often a greater loss than the sheep 
that have been killed. 
The ultimate 


losses from 'Sources of this nature 
cannot be estimated. 


In order to protect the sheep indus- 


try some men have advocated the tax- 
ing of dogs out of existence.

The first of these is the dog tax. A 
law supporting this method prevails 
te.oor state at the present time and is 
enforced with, varying degrees of 


. exactness in different localities. In 


many counties of the state, the money 
obtained thru the enforcement of this 
law has not been sufficient to reim- 
burse sheep owners to the full extent 
of the, damage done to their flocks by 
dog*. Further trouble is experienced 
thru the difficulty of securing satis- 
factory appraisals. Furthermore, as 
all practical shepherds know, the pay- 
ment of even full value for sheep 
slaughtered will not compensate the 
owner for the losses incurred by the 
ravages of dogs. In other words the 
Injury done to flocks thru the unthrif t 
caused by being worried with-dogs is 
often a greater loss than the sheep 
that have been killed. 
The ultimate 


losses from 'Sources of this nature 
cannot be estimated. 


In order to protect the sheep indus- 


try some men have advocated the tax- 
ing of dogs out of existence.
